No better citizens of New England, of alien birth, can be found 
loday than those who have come 16 us from New IBruriswick 
and they are received with open arms. They arc so near us, 
in fact, that they are easily assimilated when, they come among 
us to remain permanently. This year New Brunswick's fertile 
soil yielded a bumper crop of potatoes but in their best market, 
1hat of Woodstock, they can gel .hut seventy cents a barrel 
whereas in lloullon, Me., potatoes Of the same quality are 
readily sold for £ l . m a ban'el and Ihe demand is greater than 
Ihe supply, whereas in Ihe New Brunswick market the reverse 
is Ihe truth. 
II may be true, as lias been asserted, that recip-
